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THE MINERS WALK OUT 


OVER SIX THOUSAND MINERS 
ARE ON STRIKE 


Work is Suspended in the Crow's 
Nest Pass Mining District, at the 
Expiration of Contract—The Min- 
ers Are Preparing for a Long 
Struggle—Many Miners Leave Dis- | 
trict to Obtain Work Elsewhere. 


Fernie, B.C.—Practically 6,000 min- | 
ers in the Crow's Nest Pass district 
are now on strike, or, to use their 
term, have suspended work at the ex- 
piration of a contract, and it is esti- 
mated that 1,000 non-union men have 
retired from the mines in sympathy. 

The last pick has been worked, the 
last coal shovelled into the coke 
ovens, the miners declare, until the 
of alah approach them again with 
offers to re-open arbitration. With 
the operators taking a firm stand and 
the operatives declaring they will be 
supported by the international for as 
long as they wish, matters look seri- 
ous for a struggle of indefinite length. 

That the miners are preparing for 
the very worst is shown from the fact 
that tenders for the supply of food- 
stuffs from wholesale houses have 
been asked for, whereby it is hoped 
to get at least 15 per cent, discount 
on. the present prices of goods, It 
will also help in spinning out the 
strike allowance of $3 per week for 
married men and $2 for single men. 

The miners claim to have full as- 
surance from the International in 
spite of the reports spread by opera- 
tors to the contrary, and say that this 
is conveyed in the statement of the 
International some time’ ago. “That 
they would be supported in endeavor- 
ing to gain satisfactory conditions for 
the men of the district,’’ according 
to District Secretary A. J. Carter the 
only’ mine oificial at present in 
Fernie. 

Vice-President Stubbs, of District 
18, is going down to Indianapolis with | 
the International board and explain- 
ing the purpose of the strike, and the | 
claims of the:Crow’s Nest Pass min- 
ers uvon other districts. After that 
conference, which is expected to last 
several days, there will be mass meet- 
ings held throughout the districts and 
when votes will be demanded upon 
the proposals of the International. 

A report hag gained general cred- 
ence throughout the mines that the 
International’ will only be in a posi- 
tion to offer the miners “foodstuffs” 
so that the money spent can all be 
utilized. Preparations are already be- 
ing made to handle the amount of 
food from wholesale. houses when ten- 
ders are onened and decided, and 
Secretary Carter thought that the 
miners. thomselves ;would handle the 
distribution part entirely. 

Several hundred miners have left 
the Crow’s Nest to find positions on 
the coast, and it is certain that this 
is only the beginning of a general 
exodus, at least until the struggle is 
settled again. Many of them _ are 
drifting down to the mines of Mon- 
tana and Washington which will be 
open to them if there are any open- 
ings. The. major portion of the min- 
ers however express their determina- 
tion to stick by the strike and are 
settling down to reduced rations. 

The official list of the mines end 
union men affected is: Fernie, 1490; 
Hosmer, 450: Michel, 1050; Coleman, 
350; Lille, 200; Frank, 250; Bellevue, 
200; Hillcrest, 260; Maple Leaf, 40; 
Bankhead, 380; Diamond City, 70; 
Blairmore, 100: Burmis, 40: Passburg, 
70; Royal Collieries, 80; Lethbridge, 
400, and Canmore, ; 

Mine workers say that the worst 
organized district is Lethbridge, but 
they do not expect any difficulty even 
there, as there,are 400 union men to 
200 non-union men,

DOMINION GRAIN BILL 


Recommend That Terminal Elevators 
Be Placed Under Railway 
Commission 


Ottawa.—The senate committee on 
the Grain bill, have concluded the 
taking of evidence, and have decided 
to recommend the elimination of sec- 
tion 123 providing that ‘No person 
owning or operating or otherwise in- 
terested in any public elevator shall 
buy or sell grain or be interested in 
any other form of; starage of grein.” 
And also a clause of section 242 pro- 
viding a penalty for infringement of 
section 123. 

A motion to strike out these provi- 
sions was made by Senator Bougheed 
and an amendment moved by Sénator 
Talbot in favor of placing all termin- 
al elevators in the hands of the rail- 
way companies was defeated, Senator 
Davis alone supporting Senator Tal- 
bot. Senator: Douglas however voted 
with these two gentlemen against the 
motion to strike out the clauses and 
the minority of three will probably 
present a report of their own. 

United States Losing Immigration 

Antwerp.—The diversion of Buro- 
pean emigration from the U. 8. to 
Canada is said to be seriously affect- 
ing the Atlantic steamship lines. The 
Red Star has given up to the Ameri- 
ean-Canada line two of the best 
special emigrant steamers afloat—the 
Gothland and the Samiland, 

These vessels, heretofore in” the 
Antwerp-New York service, are to be 
operated from. Rotterdam to Canadian 
ports. There are now 1500 emigrants 
bound for Canada held up here by .a 
lack of transportation facilities. There 
is a proportionate decrease in the 
emigration to the United States. 


Increase in Land’s Price is Predicted 

Winnipeg, Man.—The Hudson’s 
Bay Co. put into effect recently the 
advance in price of their lands rang- 
ing from five to ten dollars an acre. 
Lands sold at fourteen and/fifteen dol- 
lars three weeks ago, cannot now be 
purchased for less than twenty to 
twenty-five. This will be the signal 
for an advance on the part of all com- 
panies. There will be no more $15

MODEL FOR THE WORLD 


PLANS FOR PEACE MEET WITH 
MUCH ENCOURAGEMENT 


Great Britain and the United States 
Getting Together on the Question of 
the Proposed Arbitration Treaty— 
Good Progress Being Made in Ne- 
gotiations, and no Hitch Has Yet 


| Occurred. 
Washington. — James Bryce, the 
British ambassador, recently had a 


lengthy conference with Secretary of 
State Knox, in regard to the proposed 
comprehensive arbitration treaty be- 
‘tween the United States and Great 
Britain. The negotiations are still in 
a tentative state. 

It is said in official quarters that no 
hitch has yet been encountered in the 
negotiations, but on the other hand 
reasonable progress is being made in 
the preliminary discussions. 

This treaty, the forerunner of its 
kind, will be presented to the ‘world as 
a model for the lessening of strife

of approval. This is no reason for 
haste in its conelusion, it was, point-| 
ed out, and because of the mammoth 
task which its importance involves, | 
the negotiations will proceed with} 
deliberation. | 

The commission will endeavor to, 
have it in completed form for pres- 
entation to the senate before the ad- | 
journment of the approaching extra} 
session of congress. As far as the ne-| 
gotiations have proceeded, it,has de- 
veloped that while the treaty will pro-| 
vide for the arbitration of practically | 
all disputes that may arise between| 
the two countries, including matters 
relative to questions of honor, it will| 
not provide the machinery for the ar-| 
hitration of each specific confroversy. 
That will be arranged by special| 
agreements under the general treaty, 
in each instance. 

The treaty befween this country and | 
Greet Britain was discussed recently | 
at the New York Press club. It was) 
attended by representatives of peace 
societies and of commercial, financial, | 
religious and other interests. 

Resolutions were adopted endorsing 
President Taft’s peace plan and pro- 
viding for the appointment of a com-|

The resolutions provide for a request 
to the mayor of every city and the 
sheriff of every county to call public! 
meetings to adopt resolutions support- 
ing the arbitration’plan. These move- 
ments are to be forwarded to congress. | 
It is intended to fix a date for the! 
public meetings proposed identical 
with the one selected by the leaders} 
of the peace moyeieent in England so} 
that the meetings in advocacy of the, 
Anglo-American treaty here and in 
Great Britain shall be held simultan- 
eously.

Text of the Lesson, !! Kings, vi, 8-17.

The beginning of this lesson chap- 
ter, the story of the iron that did 
swim (verse 6), carries me back full 
forty years to the days-of my school- 
teaching in Halifax, N:8., when after 
telling this story at the opening serv- 
ices 1 have seea boys stay in at re- 
cess to read it again for themselves.

Citizens, if you have regard for your 
trees keep these criminals out of them,

The way to “trim a tree” consists 
largely. in leaving it alone. Lawn or 
park trees in the main should be ullow- 
ed to grow with branches sweeping on 
the ground.

Hobes For Coronation. 


Few people are aware that the 
guests at British coronations may not 
select their own costumes. The crown 
appoints a special official, whose duty 
it is to see that the noble guests are 
properly attired. It is within this 
official's power to refuse admission 
to defaulters, no matter what their 
rank; and at the coronation of King 
Edward one peer was actually exclud- 
ed from the ceremony because he had 
endeavored to assert his independence 
in some trifling detail of attire. 

Dukes must don robes or mantles 
of crimson velvet, edged with mini- 
ver, and their capes must be furred 
with miniver pure, and powdered 
with four bars or rows of ermine—i.e. 
narrow pieces of black fur. Their 
noble wives will only pass the crown 
official in safety if, over full court 
dress, their ducal capes are powdered 
with four rows of ermine, with a fiv~- 
inch-broad edging, a two-yard train, 
and a coronet consisting of eight 
strawberry leaves, all of equal 
length, above the rim. And go on, 
from dukes and duchesses down to 
barons and. baronesses. 

The different grades of the peers 
may be detected by the number of 
rows of ermine on their cloaks. As 
has already been stated, dukes are 
entitled to wear four. The other 
peers wear: Marquises, three rows 
and a half; earls, three rows; vis- 
counts, two rows and a half; barons, 
two rows. ‘ 

The degrees of peeresses, on ihe 
other hand, are shown by the length 
of their trains upon the ground. These 
are prescribed by the Earl Marshal 
as follows: DPuchesses, two yards; 
marchionesses, one yard and three- 
goarters; countesses, one yarni and 
a half; viscountesses, one yard und a 
quarter; baronesses, one yard.

The Successful Method of Dealing 
with First Offenders withont the 
Use of Jaile or Reformatories. 


The probation system in Atberta 
has_ been in force for over three 
years and the resuits have 

' 


warranted the expenditure of time| 


and. money necessary to secure such 
results. 

Alberta makes no claim to being 
the first to use probation. The 
system as used in Alberta is copied 
large'y from that used in Cleveland 
under the direction of Judge Ad- 
ams and Mr, Lewis the Chief Pro- 
bation Officer. “ 

The common question : “What 
is probation?”’ can be answered by 
stating that: Probation is a system 
of correction designed to improve 
the character of an, offender by giv- 
ing him hia liberty under friendly 
and coercive oversight as a substi- 
tute for punishment. This is done! 
by the Judge before whom the caso|! 
is-called. When he would deem it 
proper he would not pronounce

found guilty, or would suspend the 


execution of it and release him un- 


der a conditional agreement of good 
hehavior,—in the case of a juvenile, 
appointing a probation officer who 
shall instruct the probationer as to 
the mode of life he muet agree. to 
adopt, and who shall personally 
visit the probationer at unstated 
periods and require return visita: 
By introducing the probationer to 
helpful friends, and by a friendly 
oversight of the boy’s recreations 
and amusements, the officer exerts 
a helpful influence on the lad en- 
trusted to his care. Reports are re- 
quired weekly and these the pro- 
bation officer must fill out and eend 
to the Superintendent, 


It is of course difficult to secure 
the right stamp of individual to act 
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as the work requires both time and. 
energy, and no amount of either 
will accomplish the end desired un- 
less the Probation Officer ia interest- 
ed-enough in the small derelict to 
be able to win his entire confidence 
and smpathy. ; 

The danger of probation is that 
indiscriminste, ineffectual or: cor- 
rupt application should generate in 
the minds of the future ‘citizens of 
the state, a contenipt for justice,and 
in the. fature Jaw-breaket an un- 
corceth ak to the uence of his. 
acts. This danger can be avérted 
by the catefal sélection. and over- 
sight..of probation officers, | the 
abeolute poeta bpou the pro 
hationeer’ rting eraeiatiy to a 
officer; and thus a respect othe 
ahd otder may be developed in: the 
minds of the boys of thie generation, 
who will be the leaders in the next
